Humbly complaining your orator Jd. N. Gibson, a gitizen of Lee 


County Virginia would resvectfully represent and show unto your honor 
that under the will of your honor's father among other lands, he be- 
game the joint owner with Z. 8S. Gibson, of a small tract of land 
containing about three and one-half acres, living on Indian Creek in 
Lee County Verginia, and that since that time the said %. 4. Gibson, 
as your orator is informed, has deeded his half interest in said 
tract of land to his son J. J. Gibson, and his daughter Lucy Humphreys, 
although your orator does not find the deed of said Z. S. Gibson to 
the said J. J. Gibson and Luvy Humphreys upon record. 

Your orator and the said Z. S. Gibson, J. J. Gibson, and Lucy 
muhaiewe have been unable to mutually partition said tract of land 
between them, and it seems “hey are unable to meet upon a mutual agree 
ment and will thereafter have to invoke ‘he aid ef the Court ef Chan- 
eery in making a partition of gaid tract of land between the owners 
thereof. 

Your orator would further reprsent and show unto your honor 
that he is the owner of other lands adjoining one gideg the said three 
aia one-half acre tract of land, and on that azgount should have his 
part of said tract of land assigned to him adjoining his own. 

Your orator would further represent and show unto your honor that 
in order to gzet to the mill it is necessary to pass over the said 
three and one-half acre tract of land, and it would be necessary in 


partitioning said tract to allow him a sufficient right of way over 


said tract of land for the purpose of going to and from said mill. 


The vrayer therefore of your orator is, that said tract of land 
be nartitioned between the gaid Z. 8. Gibson or his assignees, the 
said J. dg. Gibson and Lucy tumphreys, and to that end prays tnat com 
sissioners be avvointed for *hat purpose ani Airected to go upon said 
tract of land and flo equak justice between your orator and ‘he defends 


ants. He orays that the sald Z. 8. Gipson, J. J. Gibson, and Lucy 


Humphreys be made parties Hereto and be required to answer this bill 
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but not under oath, that being expressly waived; that a portion of 
said tract of land to which your orator mav be entitled be assigned 
to him adjoining to his other lands and that a sufficient right of 
way to the said mill be allowed him in passing from his property to 


the said mill, and may all other, further and general relief be grant— 


ed your orator that the nature of his cause and good conscience re-
